Theſe excellent perſons were received into this moſt delight⸗ 
ſome place, with a great deal of ſolemnity and joy, and in all the 
pꝛincipal places ot that City, and all other places of the nation, 
they were immediately P2eclaimed King and Queen of Shyraz, 
Larr, and Jaarown, Lo2d and-Kadp of Ormns, Maqueroon, Cer- 
moeo,Chuſeſtam; Sigeſtan, and Farſeſtan, Pzince and Pziuceſs 
of the Gulph of Perfia, and of the 3fles there.

Thus the ablente ot the @mperoz tauſed Don Bellianis aud 
his party to pꝛebail : but although) he behaved himſelf with 
great valoz, and killed many Knights and Giants, pet their 
great numbers Kill frethly coming on, in the end tired him, ſo 
that when the night appzoached(he Habitig tontimurd the Bar 
cel al that dap) He wichdzew his men, and contented himſelf 
with what he Had done, foz the next mozning Having taken 
an accaunc of che numbers that he had lo, he found that he 
wanted but fifteen thouſand men, when on the enemies part 
were lain at leaſt fifep tHouſand men.

On the other de the Emperoz of Trebizond was much dil⸗ 
contented at the wound he Had tete ib d, hut reſolv'd that ſhould 
not hinder him from fighting in his own perſon in the next 
Battel which he intendedſhould be within two daps, foz by 
that time he erpeced a recruit of fiftp chouſand men which 
were alreadp rai(cd,and onelp faid behind to expect his Com⸗ 
mand foz them to advance: which Foz tes he ſent fo2 with this 
reſolution, that as ſown as then were come to him he would a⸗ 
gain hazard another Field · hattel, but he was Hindered of lgs 


purpoſe, foz Don Bellianis accozding te his reſolution he had al- - 


ready taken, did engage Him and all his Fozces in another 
Field-battel, befsze the arrival of his other Foꝛtes, as hall be 
ſhe wed pou at large in the Chapter following.

How Don Belianis fought another Battel with the Emperor of 
Trebizond , and how he forced him to leave the Field; and 
how he followed him into his own Countrey. 


Wo hours befoze dap the next mozning did Don Bellianis, 

without anp notſe of Trumpets, oz other warlike Jn: 
ffcuments, leabe his own Camp, and with his whole Foꝛceg 
merched to aſſault His Enemies, _ who having kept a tri 
Watch took the Alarm, but befoze thepcould put themſelves in 
a readineſs, Don Bcllianis and his Fozces Had (ſacrificed the 
lives of above twenty thouſand men. 

The Emperoz of Ticbizond being enraged at this ſuvpziſal

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ſon called foz his Armoꝛ, and Having arm d Himſelf there with 
and being mounted on a luffp Courſer, ſon revenged himſelf 
of ſome of his Enemies, foz befoze he bzake his Lance He dil⸗ 
mounted above twenty Knights,and being attompanied wich 
twenty kerce Gpants (who were appointed fo his Guard bp 
reaſon of the laſt days misfoztune) then with their bzoad and 
ſharp cutting Cymetars and Battel ares made a woful de- 
ffruction,to what place (oeber then came pzeſent death followed 
to thoſe that refilked chem: at length then met with the Pꝛinte 
of Meſapotamia, who having bin idle all the laſt battel, was re- 
ſolbed to make amends tu this days combate, and went with a 
Guard of a hundzed nights, killing and fozeing their ways 
thꝛow their enemfes Camp: him and his Knights vid the Em⸗ 
peroz aud his Gpants allail, and betwen them Hapned a bla- 
dp ng ; — 233 being — the beit in the whole 
Army, had pzeſentlp flatn above ewenty of his Knights, 
ſo enraged the Meſapotamian, that maugre all cheit re iffance; 
b. ſent two of their black ſouls tmmediatelyfo accompany His 
Knights, and fiercelp bzeaking thꝛough the midff of them, he 
ran againſt the Emperoz with great annantage koz he wel 
nigh diſmounted him from his hozſe: foz he not being pzobided 
fo the encounter, was fozced tocatchHold of his hole neck to 
ſave himſelf from falling. At whish allault he vecove my 
ſelf,and be ing enraged, with His ſwozd'gave his adberſary ſo 
mighty a blow en the Helmet, that he bent His head to the 
hozles neck, and would habe ſon diſpatched him of his life, 
but that the Knight of Hope came timelp enough to pꝛebent 
him, and ſo recetved the blow, and returned it lo fiercely on 
the Emperdz, that he was wouuded on the Thigh : and bn 
this time the o inte ol Mcſaporamia had veroveerd his ſenſes 
and finding the danger he was delibered from, was ficlf thank · 
ful to the heavens, and then rebenged Himſelf on one of the Gi⸗ 
ares, ho was next him. whoſe arm he tut off , and wounded 
him lo in the ſide, that his lite was ſacrificed to his revenge. 
Thus the Batte was in this part ol the field, but tHe Knighr 
of the Golden Image, and the Knight of the Flaming Sword n- 
ping companp with one another, verp great * of

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their enemies, and being followed bp agreat party of naliant 
Knights,.gave the enemp ſo terrible an On-ſec,that after two 
hours contention thep fied and le ft the field, having firũ left it 
W with the dead bodies of the Emperozs Fozces. 
on Bellianis purſued him ſo long, that in the end thep tame to 
a great River, and leeing that death was beth befoze and be⸗ 
Hind them, then made a ſland and bꝛabeln re ſiſted him and all 
his Fozteg, where tþep fought ſo deſperatelp, that the freams 
of the River which were wont to be of a chziffal hue, wete now 
1 ns of the great laughter was there made, become df a 
cariet dp... | 
All this while the Emperoz and his Giants, with great part 
of his Fozees, were engaged, as J told pou, with the Pzince of 
Meſapotamia aud the Knight of Hope, where though thep on 
both. Gives performed miracles, pet in the end in deſpight of 
ll che reſiſtance he could make, after the death of mann of his 
Giants; and a verp great laughter of his men, was likewiſe 
d to retreat, which he did with a great deal of ſobziecp,Ho: 
gthat the other part o his Armp was in better caſe than 
that which he commanded. But he was not long without the 
knowledge of what Had Hapned to them: and hearing that 
thep were engaged atthe River ſide, He then commanded ſome 
of the. molt valiant ofthe Giants to make god the Retreat 
with the bef-abvantage , and the leaſt loſs then could, while 
be himſelf wenf in all haſte to his Fozces , Hoping by his p:e- 
ſence to put new courage into their bzeſfs.

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length then got to the other ſide of the River, and in deſpſoht 
of Don Bellianis and all his Fozres, then tut don the Bzivge, 
ſo that there was no wan faz him and his fozces to follow them 
This bring done, he left a ſtrong Guatd at the Rivers ſide, 
and then return d tothe plate whero the Empe ro had enram· 
ped, where thep found great Treafure,foz lo great was their 
haſte in theic retreat, that tte Had not timeto take anp thing 
with them.

This being done, he diſpatched Meſſengers to infozm che 
Souldan of what he had done; net fozgetting to wire to His 
Dear Pzincels the remembzaneeof whom made him the moze 
deſirous to put an end to theſe wars, that He might ſolate His 
ſpirits in Her company, The Emperoz of Trebizond being 
thus fozted to leapethe field'; and ling that Foztune was 
little tontrarn toſhim, pet being of an exttaoꝛdinary courage, 
reſolb;d fl to perlebere in his enterpꝛiſr. and not to leave off 
baſcly, Hqping in the end ts attain his deſires, and in ozder to 
the Eren and retruit ing his foztes, fe ſent tommands

The ne xt dap alce#thelr departure, Don Bellianis was in

How the Emperor of Trebizond being beſieged in the City of Pha- 
rex, ſent Ambaſſadors to Albania, Georgia, Maſcoviz, and ſeve- 
ral other Kings his Allies, to help h bim in bis Wars wich the 
Souldan of Babylon, and how Don Bellianis affaulted his Forces 
that were encamped withour the City. 


On B:llianis being bern deſicous to do al tha: miabr! be 
poſſible Foz the — of his ene mx, befoze ann 
other help came - him, that he mighcacquirt the m me 
there hz, reſolved to ſet upon dis enemies Camp , 
without the Citu, and (ik poſſihle)foxcethem to tetire into the 
Citp , that he might lap a cloſe Stege thereto, and ſo Hindcr 
them from gaing abzoad fo pzoviſions: In order to which re- 
ſolutton, after his men had refed themſelves, He. om 
them to pʒabide to aſlault their enemies. 

On the other ſide the Emperoz relſolbing to abive him there, 
tok care {oz freſh (upplies,foz he not onelp ſentt alt His 
own Daminions foz moze help, but likewiſe ſent Ambaſſado:s 
to thoſe Kings that were his Friends ez of Man. 
ſuch as were the kings of Abania, Georgia, and the Emprro: 
of Muſcovia, deſtring them not to fail Him in this vttaſtot and 
the Ambaſſadozs who went, made ſuch expedit ton, aud had ſuch 
god ſucceſs in their Embaſſies , that the Emperoz had great 
allikance,ag pou ſhall Hear herafter. In the e 
ing that he had not onelp a haliaut, but a politick enemp to 
deal with, he kept ſtria Guards boeh mithin and without the 
Citn, leſt he ſhould be ſarp2ized. 


Don Bellianis no:withſtanding all the diligence he tok,did = 
pꝛize 
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prize him; feʒ having dꝛawn out a Squadzon of ſifty thouſand 
Kntghts,the moſt accompliſhd in che whole armp,cauſed them 
to puta piece of white ſilk, oz cloth in their Helmets that then 
might know one another though in the dark and in the middle 
of rhe night , when his ene mies expeaed no ſuch matter, he 
came to the Camp, and killing rhe Centinelg, fel in among the 
Emperozs Fozces , and ſtew mann of them be foze they tould 
arm themlelves, and luch was their confuſion in the dark, that 
they without knawltdge ſlew one another, not knowing their 
enemies from their friends bn teaſon of the darkneſs of the 
night, and their not being acquainted with his ſkratagem. In 
this manner he run thzough the Camp, aud being followed bz 
the beſt of His Armp, tame to the walls of the Citp, deſiring 
them to open, perſwading the Guards that then were of their 
own partp, telling them that then muſt neds ſpeak with the 
Emperoz: but the Guards who Had commands to the tentra⸗ 
rp, went immediatilp to the Emperoʒ and told Him thereof, 
who ariling from his bed; came toche wall, and then he bern 
well under ſteod that the Armn was alarmedzwherefoze he re - 
fuſed to open the Gates, not knowing whether they were of 
his own Armp oz enemies. BY x 

Don Bellianis perceiving this, and that it would be to little 
purpoſe to tontinue there, departed, and ſo returned thozough 
the enemies Camp, killing and flaping all that were in his 
wap, and lo being gone thzough the Camp andpaſſed all the 
Guards, he cauſed the retreat ro be ſounded; which bis Soul⸗ 
diers hearing, ſorunderſtod cthemeaningthereof, and lo left 
the Camp and came to Him; who when they wete tome, fafrlz 
retreated to their owu Nuarters ; But Don Bellianis who Had 
an intent to ſurpzize the Citp , and failing therein, as pou 
habe heard, was ſome what vered : but however he conſidered 
that he Had done them a ſufficient miſchief, foꝛ He Had killed a⸗ 
bove twenty thouſand of hiscuemies., and tame off with the 
lols of not abobe &ve Hundzed men. Pd | 
This aaion gave the Emperoz a ſenſible diſpleaſure, and did 
reſolve if poſſible to revenge it, but he could not at pꝛeſent put 


hig reſolves into execution, wherefvze he gave ria Oe 
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to keep donble Guards; and moge ſtria Matches, Hoping in 
WMozt time to have ſuch aid that he might be able nat ane ln to 
revenge that loſs, but co beat His Fozces aut of the field: But 
befoze anp Foztes came to his aſſiſtance , Balcalano Pztnce of 
Numidia arrived at the Camp al Don Bellianis with one han: 
dzed thouſand men, and with new ©zders from the Souldan, 
that if the Emperoz wauld pan the coft of the War,and dil 
band his Fozces,that then he ſhould have prace, other wiſe that 
tþep ſhould pzoſecute the War againſt him to the utinoit;(uch 
was the delire and inclinacionthat the Sauldan had fox peace 

Theſe Oꝛders much troubled Pon Bellianis, being berp dil 

- concenced that the War muſt end, and chat He could nat lacri- 
fice the life of his Rival, fearing him la long as he ſh ildlive, 
lelt he ſhould ſo p2opound the Having of the Pzinceſs Floris- 
bella, as the Soaldan ſhould accept of it, andinded whenthe 
pꝛapolitiona were lent to the Smperoz , he was willing ta ar- 
cept ol them pzovided he might Have the Pzinceſsfoz His wife, 
dtherwile he would ſtand to the ntmoſt hazard ol the war, not 
queſtioning but bp the help of his Allies and Friends, hut that 
be ſhould not one[p be able to beat His enemies out of his 
Countrep,but to aſſault them in theirs, and give them ſuch 
trouble that the @ouldan_ would be willing to pꝛopound his 
Daughter foꝛ a compoſition of the War. | | 

This anſwer being returned ta the two Generals, Don Bel- 

lianis and Balcaſano, diſpleaſed them both, hut the anger that 
Don Bellianis was in at this pꝛopoſitton was ſo great. that I 
am notable coexpzeſs it; foz riſing from the place where he 
(ace, he delivered this anſwer tothe Peſſenger: 

Go tell thy Mafter . that ſo long as the Souldan of Babylon has 
dubjects in bis whole Empire, that he ſhall never compel him to
